Washington, September 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)-——Secretary ‘McAdoo made public 
today a list showing some of ithe banks 
located outside of reserve cities which 
are hoarding money and piling up re- 
serves far in excess of the legal re- 
quirements. No banks in Aitlanta are 
mentioned in any statements given out 
by the treasury department. 

Instead of holding 15 per cent of re- 
serves, the legal requirement for banks 
located outside reserve and central re- 
serve cities, some of the banks, the 


statement shows, are holding from 25 | 


to 70 per cent. This means that some, 
of the national banks are curtailing 
loans and refusing to give accommo- 
dations to the extent they might. The

“Tf.” said Mr. McAdoo, in a state- 
ment given out with the list, “the large 
amount of loanable funds that are kept 
from active employment, as indicated 
by these figures, was invested in com- 
mercial or agricultural paper or loaned 
on proper security, the present situa- 
tion would be greatly relieved.” 

The secretary's statement referred to 
the Hst as showing ‘“‘some” of the na- 
tional banks carrying excessive re- 
serves, and it was understood tonight 
further lists would follow.

MANY FIRMIS HELP

American Tobacco Com- 
pany Pledges Itself to Buy 
100,000 Bales—Underwood 
Typewriter Co. Makes Big 
Purchase. 


With the American Tobacco compauy 
leading with the promise of the pur- 
chase of 100,000 bales of cotton, on Fri- 
day the purchase of approximately be- 
tween 115,000 and. 125,000 bales was 


pledged. 

Perhaps the most comprehensive 
buying program undertaken by any 
business enterprise 1s that of the ameri- 
can Tobacco company, whose purchases 
in the next sixty days, it is estimated, 
will apptoximate 100,000 bales, which, 
at 10 cents per pound, would amount 
to an investment of about $5,000,000. 

The American Tobacco company pro- 
poses, according to the announcement 
of Percival S. Hill, president of the 
company, through O. J. Tiffany, agent 
for Georgia, that it will buy one pound 
of cotton, at 10 cesnts per pound, for 
every pound of Tuxedo smoking tobac- 
co, Bull Durham smoking tobacco, Red 
J chewing tobacco and Penn’s Natural 
Leaf chewing tobacco sold in the :cot- 
ton states between the dates of Sep- 
tember 28 and November 30. The cotton 
states, as conceived by the American 
Tobacco company’s preposition, are 
Ajabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Florida, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North and South 
Carolina. 

One of the largest buyers of the day 
was the Underwood Typewriter com- 
pany, with headquarters in New York, 
who purchased 100 Dales. The an- 
nouncement was made through A. R. 
King, manager of the Atlanta branch 
of the Underwood organization. He 
was notified by wire from New York.

Paris, September 25.—(11:17 p. m.)—The official communica- 
tion issued at 11 o'clock tonight regarding the progréss of the battle 
in northern France, says that French troops in the region of Noyon 
early today were compelled to give ground before superior forces, 
but, having been reinforced, again assumed the offensive, the en- 
gagement being one of particular violence. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“t. On our left wing, in the region northwest of Noyon, our 
advanced troops having come in contact with superior forces of the 
enemy, were compelled this morning to give a little ground. Being 
reinforced, however, by fresh troops, these troops have vigorous!y 
resumed the offensive.

London, September 25—(9:50 p. m.)—Almost simultaneously 
the two great hammer strokes in the battle in northern France have 


fallen and some decisive result must be announced before long. 
The allies have struck the German right wing, and the Germans 
have hurled themselves against the French line between Verdun 
and Toul. 4 

The commencement of these two attacks in earnest was dis- 
closed by the French official statement issued late today, but little 
is told of how they are progressing. The action against the German 
right is described as a violent general one, in which the French left 
encountered an army corps the Germans brought from the center 
of Lorraine and the Vosges. 

The clash oceurred in the district between Tergnier and St. 
Quentin, so that the French have made a considerable advance to 
the northwest since the last mention was made of this part of their 
army. The country is a rolling one, intersected by streams, canals 


and a network of roads.

FORGES OF ALLIES 
LAND IN DALMATIA 


Fortified Seaport of Lissa 
Bombarded—The Austrian 
Fleet Refuses to Come Out 
and Engage the Enemy. | 


London, September 25.—(5:50 p. m.)— 
A Central News dispatch from Rome 
says the Austrian seaport of Lissa, in 
Dalmatia, was bombarded by a French 
fleet September 19. Later troops land- 
ed from the French warships and went 
into the garrison. British and French 
flags were hoisted over the Semaphore 
station at Lissa. 


Paris, September 25.—(4:59 p. m.)—A 
dispatch to the Italian newspaper Mes- 
saggero, forwarded to Paris by the

BRITISH STEAMER SUNK 
BY KRONPRINZ WILHELM 


Former North German Lloyd 
Liner Wins Trick for 
Kaiser. 


Rio Janeiro, September 25.—(Via 
London.)—The German steamer Prus- 
sia has arrived at Santos and landed 
the master and fifteen men of the Brit- 
ish steamer Indian Prince, which was 
sunk by the German auxiliary cruiser 
Kronprinz Wilhelm. 

This is the first definite news of the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, a Northampton 
Lloyd steamer, since she was reported 
as having been. seen transferring coal 
to the German cruiser Karlsruhe, in 
West Indian waters. British cruisers 
came up while the transfer of the coal 
was in progress, and the Kronprinz 


Wilhelm took to her heels, while the 
Karlsruhe and the British warships 
engaged in a long-range running duel, 
which appears to have been withoua 
serious results. 

The Kronprinz Wilhelm sailed from 
New York ostensibly for Bremen on 
August 3. It was stated after her de- 
parture that she had on board pro- 
visions and a large store of coal, which 
it was expected she would transfer 
to the German cruisers in Amer- 
ican waters. The North Ger- 
man Lloyd company, however de- 
nied the report that the  steam- 
er carried war supplies. Since her de- 
parture from New York the where- 
abouts of the Kronprinz Wilhelm has 
been a mystery, except in the one in- 
stance, when the British cruisers re- 
ported that they had seen her unload- 
ing coal at sea. 

The British steamer Indian Prince, a 
vessel of 1,775 tons, sailed from Rio 
for New York.

GERMANS BEING RUSHED 
BY TRAIN INTO FRANCE 


Forty Thousand of Kaiser’s 
Soldiers Encamped in En- 
virons of Waterloo. 


London, September 25.—(11:33 p. m.) 
German troops are being transported 
into France over the railway line be- 
tween Munich, Gladbach and Aix-la- 
Chapelle, according to the Amsterdam 
correspondent of Reuter’s Telegram 
company, who says this fact is stated 
in a telegram from Maestricht 

The Ostend correspondent of the Reu- 
ter’s Telegram company sends the fol- 
lowing dispatch: 

“Forty thousand Germans have been 
encamped ‘in the environs of Waterloo 
since Saturday with headquarters at 
Ruysbroeck. The Germans have in- 
stalled heavy siege guns at Grimber- 
gen and Meysse. To prevent the in- 
habitants of these places from report- 
ing this fact the men have all been 
shut*up in a chureh and the women 
have been sent to Brussels, 

“As a consequence of the exhaustion 
of provisions, the German governor of 
Brussels has consented to Burgomaster 
Max going to Antwerp to obtain the 
consent of the Belgian government for 
the dispatch of grain and cattle to re- 
provision the city. The understanding 
is that these provisions will not be 
requisitioned by the Germans.” 

A Reuter dispatch from Amsterdam 
says the Thirty-first German casualty 
list, carrying a total of about 1,000 
men killed, wounded and missing, has 
been given out.

A War Tax on Baseball? 


(From The New York World.) 


The mere suggestion that the emer- 
gency revenue bill should include a 
tax on baseball tickets has brought 
instant protests from the magnates. 

Tax baseball, the reat American 
game? The concern of the owners at 
the possibility of being obliged to con- 
tribute any part of their receipts to 
the support of the government is read- 
ily understandable. A war tax on 
bank checks or playing cards or rail- 
road or theater tickets or sodawater is 
all well enough, but a tax on baseball 
tickets would be a tax on the pros- 
perity of an American institution. Of 
all special interests, baseball is the 
most special, and its directors natur- 
ally oppose any attempt to restrict their 
industry of deriving the largest pos- 
sible amount of money from the pub- 
lic for the least possible return. 

What baseball really deserves from 
a benevolent government is a sub- 
not a tax. None the less, a 
fair percentage of American citizens 
cage shed no tears at the spectacle 
of baseball magnates sharing with the 
rest of the population the burden of 
running the government.

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FOR IRISH VOLUNTEERS 
ASQUITH MAKES APPEAL 


Premier Wildly Cheered When 
He Appears’ in Dublin 
With Redmond. 


Dublin, September 25.—(Via London, 
11:30 p. m.)—Premier Asquith appeared 
at the mansion house here tonight for 
the purpose, as he expressed it in the 
opening of his speech, “as head of the 
king’s government to summon loyal 
and patriotic Ireland to take her place 
in defense of our common cause.” 

The prime minister received a tre- 
mendous welcome. He appeared at the 
mansion house with John E. Red- 
mond, the Irish nationalist leader, and 
the earl of Aberdeen, lord lieutenant of 
Ireland. His opening words aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm. 

The prime minister declared there 
had been wars with regard to which 
there was a diversity of opinion, but 
that was not the case today. Through- 
out the empire, without distinction of 
creed, party or race, climate or class 
or section, he said, the people were 
united in defending the principle of 
maintaining interests which were vital, 
not only to the British empire, but to 
all that was worth having in a com- 
mon civilization and the future prog- 
ress of mankind, whether Great Brit- 
ain succeeded or failed. 

“But,” exclaimed the prime minis- 
ter, “we are not going to fail.” 

There could not be any higher cause, 
said the premier, than the vindication 
of international good faith and pro- 
tection of the weak against the vio- 
lence of the strong and those who 
preached a practical religion of force. 
Germany was the real, responsible fac- 
tor in this war. There was nothing in 
the quarrel, such as it was, between 
Austria and Servia, that could not be 
settled by pacific means but for the 
fact that in the judgment of those 
guiding and controlling the German 
policy the hour had come to strike 
the blow which long had been deliber- 
ately prepared. 

In their hands, declared Mr. Asquith, 
lay the choice between peace and war, 
and their election was for war. 

The invasion of Belgium and France, 
said the prime minister, constituted 
the blackest pages of war’s somber 
history. England had worked to the 
last for peace. 

In his appeal to Irishmen he was 
backed ‘by Irishmen of all parts of the 
empire and the world. “The old ani- 
mosities are dead. What Great Britain 
asks, what she believes Ireland is 
ready and eager to give’’ he said, “is 
a free will offering of free people.” 

Mr. Redmond said he had promised 
the Archbishop of Malines that Ireland 
would bring her arms and strength to 
avenge Louvain. 

“It is Ireland’s duty to fight,” de- 
clared the Irish nationalist leader. 
“Great Britain has kept faith with Ire- 
land and Ireland will keep faith’ with 
Great Britain.”

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BELGIAN REFUGEES 
NOW FAVE TEA HABIT 


30,000 English Homes Have 
Been Opened to Stricken 
Peasants. 


Correspondence of Associated Press. 

London, September 18.—Every day at 
5 o’clock a bell rings in the great ex- 
hibition hall of Alexandra palace, 
whereupon 1,500 women, children and 
old men, with a scattering of youths, 
set up a clatter of wooden shoes. This 
amusement park is now the largest 
camp for Belgian refugees in the Lon- 
don district and makes ideal quarters 
for the homeless foreigners who are 
being cared for there. 

Not many weeks ago the same people 
were straggling away from their burn- 
ing villages, some for the Dutch fron- 
tier to be horded together in Flush- 
ne and others ag org tage whence 

ey were sent to stend,

These peasants, trained in extremely 
frugal living, had hitherto managed to 
do with three meals a day. But in the 
relugee Camps they found a fourth meal 
at 5 o'clock.

Now 
they clamor for tea. The older Belgians 
have not yet recovered from the horrors 
they have passed through. One of the 
volunteer interpreters at the palace 
Says their stories are so harrowing she 
no longer can bear to hear them.

In the words of Mr. Justice Miller in In 
Re Neagle (1890), 135, U. 8S. 64, his 
power includes the enforcement of “the 
rights, duties and obligations growing 
out of the constitution itself, our in- 
ternational relations, and all the pro- 
tection implied by the nature of the 
government under the constitution.’ 


Right of President. 


“If the president is of ‘the opinion 
that the relations of this country with 
foreign nations are, or are likely to 
be, endangered by actions deemed by 
him inconsistent with a due neutrality, 
it is his right and duty to protect such 
relations; and in doing so, in the ab- 
sence of any statutory restrictions, he 
may act through such executive offi- 
cer or department as appears best 
adapted to effectuate the desired end. 
The act of such executive officer or 
department in such case is the act of 
the president; denial of the officer's 
authority is a denial of the president’s 
power. 

“The powers above outlined are not 
novel; they have been exercised in nu- 
merous emergencies by presidents of 
the United States, and whenever their 
exercise has been attackedin legal pro- 
ceedings, their validity has, with hard- 
ly an exception, been upheld by the 
courts. Such powers entrusted to the 
president are of a fundamental nature, 
exerted to maintain or preserve the 
security of the nation and subject to 
that high responsibility to whichthe ex- 
ecutive is held by the American peo- 
ple; they are not likely to be abused, 
and not without the gravest reasons are 
the courts likely to withhold their sanc- 
tion. 

“The act of August 13, 1912 (37 stat. 
302), known as the ‘Radio act,’ provides 
additional authority for the use or con- 
trol of any radio station by any depart- 
ment of the government in time of war, 
or public peril or disaster. 


Rerils of Situation. 


“It is unnecessary to comment on 
the perils of the present international 
situation and it is easy to see that an 
agency such as the wireless stations 
along our coast is capable of creating 
international complications of the 
gravest character. Their use is novel; 
their possibilities are extraordinary, 
and the ease with which belligerents 
can be instantly notified of the move- 
ment of vessels and given other im- 
perfectly ap-

parent. 

“The system of censorship heretofore 
adopted seems reasonable and fair so- 
lution of a critical situation. It in- 
terferes but slightly with the operation 
of the plant, and the Marconi company 
should cheerfully bear with this incon- 
venience in recognition of its own in- 
terest in the general welfare. 

“In case it becomes inadvisable, for 
any reason, to continue the censorship, 
I do not hesitate, in view of the ex- 
traordinary conditions existing, to ad- 
vise that the president, through the 
secretary of the ngvy or any other ap- 
propriate department, close down, or 
take charge of and operate, the plant 
in question, should he deem it necessary 
in securing obedience to his proclama- 
tion of neutrality.” 

Although the navy department has 
taken no cognizance of the Marconi 
company’s applicatiqn for an injunc- 
tion, the department of justice is ex- 
pected to oppose it in court. 

In the meantime the government may 
reopen and operate the Siasconset sta- 
tion and keep such funds as exceed 
the cost of operation in trust for the 
Marconi company. 


KAISER CATCHES COLD 
IN VERDUN TRENCHES 


London, September 25.—Emperor 
William is suffering from a severe cold, 
according to the Geneva correspondent 
of The Chronicle. He caught it in the 
trenches before Verdun, where he was 
drenched by the rain when recently 
viewing his soldiers. 
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French Government Files 
Formal Report of Kaiser’s 
War Methods With All 
Hague Signatories. 


Washington, September 25.—The 
French ambassador, Jules J. Jusserand, 
made public today the summary of ten 
documents drawn up by various offi- 
cials accusing the German soldiery of 
a systematic campaign of atrocities. 
The documents, which were placed in 
the hands of. Acting Secretary Lan- 
sing, of the state department, by the 
ambassador, were also delivered to all 
signatories of The Hague convention. 

With the documents a letter was de- 
livered which explained that the French 
government did not take the step with 
the view of demanding any action on 
the part of the United States, but mere- 
ly to report to this country as a signa- 
tory of The Hague treaty evidence of 
how the treaty was being carried out. 

The statement made public by the 
French ambassador is as follows: 

“By order of the government of the 
French republic a series of official re- 
ports as to the way in which the pres- 
ent war ig being carried on. in the 
French territory by German troops 
have been communicated to the pow- 
ers who signed The Hague convention, 
the United States being one of them. 


Disorders Not Accidental. 


“These documents, ten in number, 
show that the destruction and assassi- 
nations which have taken place have 
been systematic and performed in ac- 
cordance with orders from the officers, 
and not as the result of an accidental 
lack of discipline. 

“The facts quoted are given only as 
samples and not as complete enumera- 
tions; they cover, moreover, only the 
first three weeks after the beginning 
of hostilities (two weeks of actual 
warfare), and worse deeds have been 
committed since. 

‘Such as they are, they show, among 
other things, that wounded soldiers 
have been finished in large numbérs 
by shots fired right against the face 
of the wounded; that Pont-A-Mousson, 
an open and undefended town,. was 
bombarded, the hospital, 
historical building, having especially 
suffered; a number of villages, among 
them Parux and Affleville, have been 
methodically destroyed house by house, 
soldiers being, as it seems, provided with 
implements enabling them to perform 
that kind of work with a minimum of 
trouble; nurses wearing conspicuously 
the badge of the Red Cross have been 
assassinated; numerous inhabitants 
have been put to death without pre- 
text.or provocation (among whom, at 
Badomviller, the wife of the mayor); 
in some cases, notably at Billy, on the 
10th of August, the German troops, 
when they marched out of the place to 
charge the French troops, made the 
women and children walk in front of 
them. 

Covered by Hague Treaty. 

“Attention is called as regards such 
deeds to two texts: 

“Article 3, of the convention of The 
Hague, which was proposed by the 
German delegates themselves, states 
that the belligerent who might: cause 
such destruction as those mentioned 
above would be bound to indemnify the 
interested parties, and would be re- 
sponsible for any acts committed by 
members of his army. 

“In the second place, even if civil- 
ians had taken arms upon the invasion 
of French territories by the Germans, 
which was nowhere the case, they 
would have been within their rights

FORMER GERMAN VESSEL

Realizing Important Precedent 
Will Be Established, Offi-- 
cials Are Going Slow. 


Washington, September 25.—Recog- 
nizing an important precedent will be 
involved, officials of the department of 
commerce, it was learned today, have 
not approved the application for the 
change from German to American reg- 
istry of the steamship Sacramento, 
owned by the Southern Pacific com- 
pany, but formerly known as the Al- 
exandria, of the Kosmos line, a Ger- 
man concern. 

State department officials are being 
consulted before the application 
granted. A prize court eventually may 
have to pass on whether or not the 
transfer is bona-fide. 

Where the ownership of vessels 
ichanging registry is continuously 
American, as in the case of the United 


corporation, foreign gvernments, it is 
understood, will regard the uinter- 
rupted ownership as prima facie evi- 
dence of the validity of the change. In 
other cases, however. they will insist 
that it is the duty of the new owner 
to prove, in a prize court, that the 
transfer was bona-fide.

prospects are that the money willl not 
be needed until early in spring. There 
is another “new project” fund of 
about $9,000 which has been lying idle 
in the city’s coffers. 

Representtaives of the wards 
whose credits tne above .funds re- 
mained have fought har to keep 
the money intact, while every 
penny apportioned to the credit of the 
school department has been judiciously 
expendéd for the behefit of school chil- 
dren all over the city, regardless of 
ward lines. 

Indications are that the finance com- 
mittee will find it difficult to meet the 
deficit without taking generously of 
some unexpended money. 

Mayor James G. Woodward says that 
the finance committee must balance the 
sheet so that there won’t be one penny 
of indebtedness brought over to 1915. 
The mayor is in sympathy with the 
valiant efforts of the educational board 
to raise the efficiency of the school 
system. As a member of the board of 
education, he has studied the school 
situation, and agrees that the “double 
sessions” are not a good thing for the 
school system. The mayor says that 
he will not attempt to influence the 
finance committee in making up the 
October apportionment. 

Woodward's Position. 

“IT hope the commiittee will be able 
to find the money for the schools,” said 
the mayor. “All that I demand is that 
the slate be wiped clean of all debts, 
so that we can begin free of debt in 
1915.” 

By recalling funds which have been 
idle and which cannot be uged this 
year, the finance committee will be fn 
a position to give the school children 
a semblance, at least, of a square deal. 
In June the committee did not hesitate 
to slash the school budget, going m#&® 
far as to take $250 from the penny 
lunch fund. School improvements were 
cut to $7,169.92 in order to make up 
the June deficit of $81,187.65. To meet 
the June deficiency the committee took 
away portions of street funds, allow- 
ing in some instances just sufficient 
money to get started with the improve.- 
ments and agreeing to put the money 
back in October. Some.of the money 
the committee promised to put back 
next month will not be needed until 
January, when the tentative sheet wil} 
be made up for 1915. 

Loss of money by the school board 
was a source of profit to the various 
wards. The fifth ward rot a new fire 
engine house, new engine and equip- 
ment, and the eighth ward got a new 
fire engine house. Cherokee avenue wag 
paved and a tremendous amount of re- 
pair work was done all over the city. 
Sewers were built, bridges repaired, 
and additional lights installed. Almost 
every ward progressed from the stand- 
point of health and comfort. 

But the school system took a step 
backward when the neglect of council 
in appropriating money to take care 
of the increased attendance forced the 
board to double sessions. 

Educational facilities in keeping with 
the aggressiveness of every other line 
of endeavor in the city can be iniproved 
with the help of council, the finance 
committee, and the heads of depart- 
ments. The latter can help the board 
by gutting out all but absolute necessi- 
ties, and holding their budgets down to 
a minimum.

Tax figures indicate that 
collections will be good before the end 
of the year, and with an increase in 
revenue from all sources and all debts 
wiped clean in January, 1915, the new

RUSSIANS ADVANCE 


TOWARD PRZEMYSL 


Austrians Are Driven Stead- 
ily Back to Last Strong- 
holds in Galicia--No Fight- 
ing on German Border. 


Petrograd, September 25.—An official 
announcement from Grand Duke Nich- 
olas, commander-in-chief of the Rus- 
sian forces in the fleld, says: 

“On the southwest front the Russian 
troops have taken possession of the 
fortified positfon of Czyschky and 
Foulstyn, which covered Kihyroff and 
other positions in the Badymno region 
(between Jaroslau and Przemysl), tak- 
ing all the enemy’s artillery. 

“The Przemysl garrison has evacu- 
ated Bourges and MedykKa, and has 
been repulsed in the eastern segement, 
toward the line of forts. 

“Thiere has been no fighting on the 
German front.” 


Paris, September 25.—(10:40 a. m.)— 
Telegraphing from Petrograd, the cor- 
respondent of the Havas News agency 
says that among the engagements pre- 
ceding the capture of Jaroslau by the 
Russians that at Sadova, on the Vis- 
tula river, was most important. 

Thie fight lasted seven days with- 
out interruption. The Austrians were 
entrenched on the summits of some 
wooded hills rising from a broad and 
unsheltered plain. The Russians were 
forced to charge across this open plain

Their losses were tremendous, and they 
were repulsed many times, until finally 
their guns found the range, then their 
charge was successful. 


Venice, Italy, September 25.—(Via 
Paris.)—Advices today from Trieste 
Bay several thousand wounded have 
been brought into that Austrian city 
in the last three days. Public builld- 
ings, including theaters, are being con- 
verted into hospitals for them. 

A majority of the wounded come from 
Galicia, and they relate tales of fear- 
ful hardship. For days at a time they 
wore wet clothing, and, except for 
plums, had nothing to eat. The Rus- 
sians have captured tmmense quanti- 
ties of the winter clothing from the 
Austrian troops. 

The snow already has begun to fall, 
and the troops in the fleld are suffer- 
ing from cold.

Secretary McAdoo wrote Representa- 
tive Underwood today that total treas- 
ury receipts for the present fiscal year, 
up to Wednesday, exceeded those for 
the same period a year ago by $734,-

from the sale of two battleships to 
Greece and by the fact that $5,732,255 
of the corporation and income tax for 
the previous year was not. paid until 
the first ten days of July, 1914.

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FINES 10 BE REMITTED 
TU GERMAN STEAMERS 


Government Not to Profit by 
Fines From Vera Cruz 
Incident. 


Washington, September 25.—Unwill- 
ingness of the United States to reap 
financial benefit from its occupation of 
Vera Cruz today resulted in the remit- 
ting of fines totalling nearly $500,000 
assessed against the Hamburg-American 
steamers Bavaria, Ypiranga and Dania 
shortly after the American occupation 
of Vera Cruz. The fines were imposed 
on grounds that the vessels failed to 
land at Vera Cruz packages of cargo 
which their manifests showed were in- 
tended for that port. 

A statement by Secretary 
says, in part: 

“The fines were imposed, _ broadly 
speaking, because the vessels had upon 
their manifests packages of cargo 
(mainly wire, carbolic acid, railway 
material and arms and ammunition) 
which were consigned to the port of 
Vera Cruz, but were not unloaded 
there. As’a matter of fact in each in- 
stance the packages in question were 
unloaded at another port in the Fre- 
public of Mexico.” 

The substance of the opinion of the 
secretary of war is as follows: 

“That the United States government 
had adopted as a rule for its guidance 
at the port of Vera Cruz the existing 
Mexican laws on the subject, the pur- 
pose of which was to prevent smug- 
gling, but since the goods in question 
were entered in the republic of Mexico 
through customs houses, there was no 
aspect of the case in which it would 
have been just for the republic of 
Mexico, had it been still in control 
of this port, to have subjected the ves- 
sels to any fine. The only issue, there- 
fore, was whether the United States 
government, which would have receiv- 
ed the duties if the goods had been 
entered through the port of Vera Cruz, 
had such an interest in the matter as 
would cause it to insist upon the fines 
becaus6é the goods had not been enter- 
ed through the port of Vera Cruz. 

“The secretary says that it has not

One of them 
struck the,Avenue FP de,Smiet de Nay- 
er eee on the outskirts of the town, 
another fell in the harbor and another 
in the fish market, partly wrecking a 
building.

‘If New York charges the equivalent 
of 8 per cent interest to the correspond- 
ent banks of the south, these south- 
ern banks must, in turn, charge a still 
higher rates to the small banks, which 
are, in turn, their correspondents, thus 
making the money cost the ultimate 
borrower very high, if not exorbitant, 
rates. From all the evidence before me 
I cannot feel that the charge of 7 to 8 
per cent interest by the New York 
banks is justified in the circumstances 
Within the past six weeks I have ap- 

roved the issuance to the national 

nks of New York city of more than 
$140,000,000 of new or additional na- 
tional bank currency.. This was done 
for the purpose of easing rat and 
helping the situation generally. I 
have taken the position with all the 
banks of the country that I will not 
knowingly issue additional national 
ba currency to or deposit govern- 
ment funds with banks which charge 
excessive rates of interest or which 
are refusing to meet legitimate de- 
mands for reasonable its. I have 
also taken the position that I will 
withdraw government deposits from 
national banks which are hoarding 
money and restricting credits through 
the maintenance of excessive reserves. 


Charging High Interest. 


“The New York banks generally have 
not been. hoarding money or maintain- 
ing excessive reserves, but they ap- 
pear to be charging higher rates of 
interest than the conditions seem to 
justify. I am using every just effort 
to persuade the banks throughout the 
country to extend reasonable credits 
and at reasonable rates of interest to 
meet the existing unusual conditions 
created by the European war, and 
which, if dealt with in a helpful spirit 
by all concerned, should quickly ameli- 
(orate. I should like to see the. New 


interest for accommodations, as 
example always has a large influence 
upon banking action and sentiment in 
the country. If this course is pursued 
by the leading banks in New York and 
other great money centers, a real pub- 
lic service will be rendered and a re- 
turn to normal conditions of business 
will be quickened. I have been using 
to the utmost every power of this de- 
partment to assist the general busi- 
ness situation and the banks, and I 
ask only for co-operation on the part 
of the banks in an unselfish and patri- 
otic spirit.” 


Wall Street Makes Reply. 

New York, September 25.—At @ spe- 

cial meeting of the clearing house com- 
mittee of the New York Clearing House 
association late today Secretary Mc- 
Adoo’s telegram complaining that ex- 
cessive interest was being charged for 
accommodations by national banks in 
New York, Chicago,’ Boston and St. 
Louis was considered, and the follow- 
ing reply sent to Mr. McAdoo: 
‘Your telegram received. . Except on 
some Wall street loans and on paper 
placed by brokers, the rate charged to 
customers and to correspondents by the 
New York banks does not: exceed 6 
er cent. Please give us the specific 
nstance to which you refer and while 
we’ have no authority to control the 
rates of interest charged, if there is 
any action that is unjustified or un- 
reasonable, we will use our influence 
to correct. It is the desire of New 
York to set an example that cannot 
be criticised.” 

Eugene Lamb Richards, state super- 
intendent of banks, denied that bank- 
ing institutions under his supervision 
have been hoarding funds or charging 
excessive interest rates.

Keep Playgrounds Open All 
Year Round, Urges T. S. 
Settle at Meeting of Recre- 
ation Workers. 


Atlanta recreation workers yesterday 
heard an eloquent appeal for the At- 
lanta child who trudges from school 
duties to a home that knows neither 
front nor backyard, and for the young 
girl out on the streets at night. The 
meeting was held in the city council 
chamber. 

T. S. Settle, southern field secretary 
of the Playground and Recreation 
Association of America, was the speak- 
er. He is in Atlanta on invitation of 
the department of parks and the play- 
ground committee of the chamber of 
commerce for the purpose of assisting 
in bringing about the co-operation of 
the different city departments in de- 
veloping Atlanta’s recreation system. 

“I find the boys of Atlanta loitering 
around the streets dodging street cars 
and automobiles and watching convicts 
at work, while in Memphis, Richmond 
and other of our cities they are on su- 
pervised playgrounds,” he said. “Other 
cities the size of Atlanta devote ten 
or fifteen thousand dollars annually to 
their recreation systems, while Atlan- 
ta spends only three thousand. 

Children Are Forgotten. 

“The tlanta spirit is far-famed, but 
your people gre so wrapped up in se- 
curing universities, banks and the Hke 
that the children have been forgotten, 
and you are raising boys for the chain- 
gang. Many sections of your city 
have no playgrounds; yet you have 
facilities enough to sufficiently enlarge 
your recreation system. Atlanta needs 
_all-year-round playgrounds with com- 
petent instructors just you 
trained teachers in the kindergarten 
and high schools, and she needs indoor 
recreation buildings.”

Not Sufficient Progress. 


Mr. Kriegshaber said that before 
hearing these speeches he had ‘thought 
that fine progress was being made in 
Atlanta’s recreation system, and that 
while some progress had been made he 
now saw that it was not what it 


should be. 

“T can’t see,” said he, “how a child 
can learn anything if it never plays. 
I often wonder why a ee ae will 
invest millions of dollars in buildings 
and use them only half the time; why 
are the school buildings closed after 
school hours? Couldn't they be put 
to good advantage in the afternoons 
from many standpoints?’ ; 

While in Atlanta Mr. Settle will aid 
the playground committee in investi- 
gating the necessity for twelve-month 
playgrounds, instead of keeping the 
grounds open only in the summer as 
heretofore. The feasibility of utiliz- 
ing the school buildings and grounds

In reply to a telegram received from 
Hon. W. G. McAdoo, secretary of the 
treasury, calling attention to the fact 
that banks are hoarding money and 
charging customers unreasonable rates 
of interest, W. J. Speer, state treasur- 
er, has wired that he will co-operate 
with him in every possible way. He 
states that he has urged the impor- 
tance of charging reasonable rates of 
interest. 

The telegram follows: 


“W. G. McAdoo, Secretary of Treas- 
ury, Washington, D. C.—Telegram re- 
ceived. We are having consolidated 
now call statements for close of busi- 
ness September 9, and will be able to 
furnish you within a few days cash 
reserve of Georgia state banks. As 
to interest charged, this question was 
answered recently through circular let- 
ter from our banks sent to comptrol- 
lew of currency. I will be glad to co- 
operate with you in every way possi- 
ble and will urge upon our banks im- 
portance of charging reasonable rate 
of interest. 

“From reports on file and from in- 
formation I can gather 1 do not believe 
our state Banks are charging an ex- 
cessive rate of interest, however. If 
any of our banks are, I will urge upon 
them the importance of lowering the 
rate and in this manner co-operate 
with the national movement to start 
activity in all lines of business. 
was very much gratified to note the 
promptness with which our state banks 
responded to the circular letter, which 
was sent out from this office a few 
days ago. Practically all the banks 
were heard from, and I forwarded their 
replies to the comptroller of currency. 

“We made a call for statements of 
the condition of all state banks for 
the close of business September 9, and 
these reports have, with the exception 
of about sixty, all been returned. 
second request has been mailed out to 
these delinquent banks asking that 
they send in statements at once. The

For many 
months now none of the old ladies have 
been able to work—one of them is now 
in the Grady hospital with a broken 
hip, another is at the point of death, 
one ig deaf and blind, and still another 
suffers from epileptic fits. The other 
is extremely feeble.

They are absolutely without funds, 
and have been for many months, with 
which even to purchase food, clothing 
on fuel, and are able to secure things 
fo eat only through the liberality of 
the small store conducted by the Expo- 
sition mills, which has for a long time 
been giving them food without charge.

LOBBY PROBE COMMITTEE 
WILL RESUME. HEARING 


To Investigate Alleged Influ- 
ences Working on Trust and 
River Legislation. 


Washington, September 25.—Freqpent 
charges and insinuations that insidi- 
ous influences have been at work in 
Washington in connection with anti- 
trust and river and harbor legislation 
have prompted Senator Overman, 
chairman of the special lobby investi- 
gating committee, to consider calling 
his committee to complete the inquiry 
begun more than a year ago. 

Senator Overman said today the com- 
mittee probably would resume its work 
as soon as its members could find 
time. It then would consider the ad- 
visability of extending its inquisition 
into the activities of individuals ana 
organizations allegwed to have been urg- 
ing river and harbor appropriations 
and opposing the federal trade com- 
mission and Clayton anti-trust bills.

Care in Storing. 


Editor Constitution: As the disposition 
at the moment is to hold cotton on the 
farms, would it not be a good suggestion 
through your daily to call attention to the 
fact that unless cotton’ is carried in a sound, 
dry place it will damage very quickly, and 
to avoid storing in a leaky house, as the 
tendency is when so stored that with every 
rain the drips will concentrate in one place 
and work entirely through a bale? Have 
had considerable experience with such and 
have had farmers to bring in cotton and 
were amazed to find it damaged, stating it 
had been stored under a shed. * 

Cotton out in the open, if watched care- 
fully and turned over often, takes quite a 
while to damage, but if exposed too long 
becomes blue to depth of one-fourth to one- 
half inch and hurts the sale. Cotton is 
cheap enough at its best, but a word of 
caution in your papers will save many a 
dollar, so let us not have a damaged crop in 
addition to our other troubles. I am offer- 
ing this suggestion, as the outlook is that 
more cotton will be carried on the farms 
than ever known before. Prices here have 
worked up from 7 cents for good middling 
at opening of season to 9 cents, two cents 
a pound in fifteen days, and no sales. 

Hoping you will caution our country 
friends along this line, and appreciating 
same.

Editor Constitution: The farmers through- 
out the cotton-growing states are demand- 
ing 10 cents, middling basis, for their cot- 
ton, and the general prosperity of the coun- 
try depends upon them getting no less than 
that price. The merchant can collect every 
dollar due him by taking cotton on account 
at 10 cents per pound, and can in turn pay 
the jobber and manufacturer every dollar 
that is due him if he will accept cotton at 
10 cents, middling basis, said cotton to be 
placed in bonded warehouses anywhere in 
the cotton states. Said cotton.to be insured 
and sheltered, guaranteeing weight and 
@rade and to be free of damage. 

We would have the jobbers and manufac- 
turers ship the cotton direct to the spinners 
on accounts you owe them and cut out the 
middleman’s profit. 

This will mean that the farmer will sell 
the merchant a bale of cotton at 10 cents 
on his account and that the merchant will 
forward a warehouse receipt to the jobber 
and get credit for $50 and the jobber will 
send this same receipt to the manufacturer 
and get credit for $50 and the manufacturer 
will send this same receint to the spinner 
and get credit for $50 and the spinner will 
order the bale of cotton shipped direct to 
the mill.

Let committees be appointed and a spir- 
ited campaign inaugurated, and you will see 
Atlanta forge ahead of any other city.

With an adequate transportation system 
and with the development of her wonderful 
resources in precious metals in Siberia, Rus- 
sia will undoubtedly become one of the lead- 
ing producers of gold in the world, in Mr. 
Muhlmann’s opinion. 

It seems to be the view of the experts and 
of some bankers that one of the immediate 
effects of the European war will be greatly 
to stimulate prospecting and the develop- 
ment of the gold mines not only of Alaska, 
but also of South America and Mexico. For, 
in order to repair the ravages of war and 
to obtain sufficient amount of gold where- 
upon to base credit so that agriculture, com- 
merce and industry can be revived, it is es- 
sential that the gold supplies of the world 
be not diminished, but be considerably in- 
creased. So far as the mining states of the 
union are concerned, there is probably to be 
‘no important new development of gold 
mining. For a year or two we have been 
falling off a little in yearly production, and 
are apparently a long way from reaching 
the arbitrary or sentimental climax which 
so many of the experts hoped we would

The Alaskan Resources. 


’ The experts who are best qualified to 
tpeak are persuaded that, important as has 
een the gold production in Alaska, never- 
theless, with good transportation and with 
scientific methods of mining adopted, Alaska 
vill be found producing twice as much, if 
mt more, than her average yearly supply of 

‘id has been for the past six or eight 
yerrs. 

The experts are also persuaded that the 
£90 mines of Mexico will, when peace has 
bem restored in that republic and capital 
hag been secured for the development of 
these natural riches, yield an important new 
supply of gold each year. 

In South America. 


Very likely one of the results of the war 
will ve to stimulate, chiefly through Amer- 
ican capital, the development of the very 
rich gold deposits in Bolivia. The state 
depaftment at Washington was informed 
two years ago by Horace Knowles, who, 
until tte beginning of the administration 
of President Wilson, was our minister to 
Bolivia, that all that is needed to secure 
from thit republic a yearly supply of gold 
which Would add greatly to the world’s year- 
ly new'store is, first, adequate transporta- 
tion, concessions for which would be gladly 
given by Bolivia, and, second, the establish- 
ing of modern scientific mining plants and 
operation. 

Bolivia is likely to find a great market 
for her Wonderful resources in tin in the 
United States. It is with that in view that 
capital is now contemplating investment in 
tin-smelting plants within easy reach of the 
Atlantie seaboard. Gold is the precious 
metal of therworld, while tin is the humblest, 
yet the use of tin for mechanical, manufac- 
turing and domestic purposes has been great- 
ly increased within a few years. So far 
as is now known, there are no tin deposits in 
the United States excepting in amounts 
which it is not commercially practicable to 
mine. 

Some New York politicians received a 
hint some fifteen years ago that in Idaho 
there were rich deposits of tin. They were 
persuaded to make investments in these 
mines, but it was found to be an unfortunate 
investment. Some tin was there, but not 
much. Alaska may yield tin to commercial 
advantage, and it is possible that when the 
territory ig thoreughly explored new and 
large resources of tin will be discovered. 

But Bolivia is now the richest country 
in the world in tin. The supply is practicably 
inexhaustible, and the quality is the very 
highest. With the opening of the Panama 
canal and with the sources of the supply 
of American pig tin choked up by reason of 
_ the war with Europe, it is probable that 
} there will soon begin large importations of 
tin from Bolivia. In fact, the United States 
may in this way become the chief market 
for Bolivian tin. 

Siberia, the Mysore goldfields of India, 
Bolivia and other parts of South America, 
Mexico and Alaska should be able adequately 
to replenish the world’s supply of gold, the 
fresh supplies beginning soon after the Euro- 
pean war is ended. 


Our Own Gold Supply. 


The United States will undoubtedly con- 
tinue to be supplied each year with large 
amounts of new gold. We shall have it in 
plenty so that when normal conditions are 
restored we will beable to build up a very 
large gold reserve upon which reasonable 
and yet great extension of credit may be 
based. 

Just before the war in Europe began, 
there was held by the federal treasury al- 
most exactly $1,081,000,.000 of egold, which 
was warehoused, so to speak, in the treas- 
ury vaults. It has all gone into circulation 
through the utilization of gold certificates. 
When the heavy exports of gold began in 
the spring and while they were continued 
gold certificates were turned in to the treas- 
ury department or to the subtreasuries. They 
were redeemed in gold, and if it had heen 
possible for those who were seeking gold in 
large amounts from the United States to 
secure all the certificates, these could have 
been used to exhaust the treasury of its 
warehoused gold. The fact, however. that 
these certificates were Widely scattered and 
furthermore, that the bankers of the country 
were able to some extentto prorect them by 
paying out bank notes and the new addi- 
tional curréncy made it practically impossi- 
| ble, at least within a short time, to secure 
any considerable amount of these certifi- 
cates. 

The government officers at Washington 
knew that of the total amount of gold cer- 
tificates only about one-third were held by 
national banks. All of the remainder of 
these certificates were held by gtate banks. 
and were in circulation among the people. 

These gold certificates tell the story of 
the wonderful increase in the gold supply 
of the United States within the past fifteen 
years. No longer ago than that, our gold re- 
serve was only about one hundred millions. 
Now it is approximately one billion two hun- 
' dred millions. Much the greater part of this 
gold was received from the mines of the 
United States and from Alaska, for within 
the past fifteen years the exports of gold 
and the imports, with two exceptions, have 
in each year approximat:ly balanced. It is 
the possession of this cvld that has made 
it possible for the ban: 3s and the govern. 
ment to co-operate, although in @ somewhat 
artificial manner, which would be unneces. 
sary if there were a unified bank, so that 
we have protected the United States and are 
now rapidly working toward 4a normal finan. 
cial condition. The waste and destruction of 
the European war ‘make it vital that as soon 
as possible after peace is restored there he 
a great expansion of gold mining elsewhere 
than in the United States and Alaska

IN THE GAME OF DIPLOMACY 
GERMANY HAS BEEN OUTPLAYED 


Editor Constitution: 
with M., Delcasse in The London Times at- 
tributes to him a cUrious and perhaps il- 
luminating statement regarding Germany. 

To refer boldly at the outset to German 
diplomacy as inefficient, even blundering, 
might invoke resentment, and yet the evi- 
dence at hand is fairly conclusive. 

The great French statesman, whose very 
name is anathema at Potsdam, is in a 
reminiscent mood. 

At the time the treaty between France 
and England was signed in 1904 little was 


. Siven out officially as to the contents of. 


the document. A bare announcement that 
such a treaty had been signed was carried 
in the official organs of London and Paris. 
It was perhaps two months after the treaty 
had been signed, recites Delcasse, that he 
was a guest one evening at the home of a 
friend. The German envoy in Paris was 
also present. After dinner the German am- 
bassador came to him and said: “M. Del- 
casse, if I may ask you an indiscreet ques- 
tion, is it true that France has recently 
concluded a treaty with England?” 

Delcasse indicates that at this juncture 
his astonishment was so profound that for 
a moment he could say nothing. He finally 
assured the German that such was the case. 
He was then asked if the treaty in question 
contained an understanding as to the New- 
foundland fisheries and Morocco. Again 
Delcasse answered frankly in the affirma- 
tive. 

The German ambassador, assuring him- 
self that he was in possession of important 
information, hurried on express to Berlin. 

Delcasse declares that the reception of 
this news at the German foreign office was 
yet more astonishing. Their envoy at Paris 
was chided for listening to old women’s 
tales from the lips of Delcasse. Apparently 
they went on the theory that with outside 
evidence to support a given statement the 
testimony of Delcasse that the thing was 
true was conclusive to the German 
that it was really false. 

There is no field of international life 
that is as vague to the mind of the average 
layman as diplomacy. Yet the diplomatic 
exchanges preceding the present conflict 
have been impressed on the public mind for 
a definite purpose—that even he who runs 
may read and form an understanding of 
the responsibility of the nations involved. 

Perhaps no victory has yet been won on 
any stricken field comparable to that achieved 
by Viviani, Sazanoff and Earl Grey before 
a shot had been fired. The bewildering 
glamor of Europe in arms has for the 
moment obscured the conclusion that at the 
erucial test German diplomacy has failed. 

There were three collossal blunders 
mentioned by Delcasse in his Times inter- 
view: 

I. The German chancellor was assured 
by his representative at St. Petersburg that 
Russia was making her usual bluff to pro- 
tect the little Slav brother. That in case 
Germany backed Austria firmly in the lat- 
ter’s, ultimatum to Servia Russia would back 
down at the last moment as she had done 
before. 

If. Prince Litchnowsky, the German rep- 
resentative at London, gave his government 
to understand that the liberal ministry in 
England would not countenance a conflict 
with Germany, even to protect the neutrality 
of Belgium. He is said to have intimated 
further that England faced civil war in 
Ireland and therefore had all she could do 
at home. His matured judgment was that

Ill, The German minister at Rome had 
no premonition, or early intimation of 
Italian withdrawal from the triple alliance. 
The diplomatic ski of the triple entente 
was directed successfully to make Germany 
appear in an offensive role and leave Italy 
with hands and conscience clear. This was 
the beginning of the masterly game to iso- 
late Germany. 

The German chancellor was given to 
understand that the psychological moment 
had come to strike. As a matter of cold 
fact the psychology of the moment appears 
to have favored the other side. The German 
foreign office with a mass of misinformation 
before it naturally guessed wrong. 

Of the three blunders, it is probable that 
any one of them coming single would have 
endangered the success of the German cause. 
We may well ask what is to result from the 
three coming together? The finale of this 
colossal tragedy is yet to be written. 

The first two of the diplomatic mistakes 
referred to come clearly under, the head of 
what Delcasse calls “German Stupidity” or 
its polite equivalent. The third serves 
rather to illustrate the wizardry of Ear! 
Grey and of the French foreign office. 

Consider for a moment one of the last 
steps of Sir Edward Grey, taken, according 
to the English white paper, only an hour 
or two before Germanys declaration of war 
on Russia. Acting on the authority of his 
minister at Vienna he notified the British 
ambassador: at Berlin to inform Chancellor 
Von Hollweg that Austria was willing to 
recede from its position at the last moment, 
at least to the extent of reopening negro- 
tiaticns with Russia. Coupled with this 
information was a direct appeal to the 
kaiser to stay his hand long enough to make 
some suggestion—any suggestion on which 
the peace of Europe could hang. 

The answer of the German government 
to this appeal was a declaration of war 
against Russia within an hour’s time. The 
situation in Germany had gone beyond the 
point where withdrawal was possible. 

In this connection it will not do to over- 
look the fact that at the moment of send- 
ing his frantic and dramatic appeal for 
peace, no one knew better than Earl Grey 
that it was hopeless, that the German war 
machipe was not only in motion at the 
moment, but had gained momentum and 
nothing short of a miracle could stop it. In 
the cold analysis of his mind he was seeking 
moral results. The die was already cast 
for war and he was trying to make out of 
it what he could for England. 

What Sir Edward Grey and his con- 
ferres of the triple entente actually had 
achieved was the legemony of neutral 
Europe, perhaps even the active sympathy 
of a neutral world. Such is diplomacy in 
that phase in which the public is permitted 
a glimpse. 

In this field in which the triple entente 
has brilliantly excelled, Germany has con- 
spicuously failed up to the present moment. 
Although the trinke alliance was credited 
with the most versatile diplomat of Europe 
in Count Berchtold, of the Austrian foreizn 
office, its interests had unmistakably suf- 
fered up to the moment of its automatic 
dissolution. That Germany has dominated 
in the present dual alliance is evident from 
current news dispatches. 

_It has become a popular pastime of late 
with the writers to charge all the evils of 
German life to the scourge of militarism. 
Can it be that even the diplomatic corps has 
been held of secondary importance to the 
fighting machine? Undoubtedly Germany 
has many scores from the diplomatic field 
to settle with England and her allies, but 
it is doubtful if she can settle them with 
the sword.

Bonded Warehouses 


Editor Constitution: Allow me to ex- 
press my appreciation of and entire concur- 
fence with your editorial urging bonded 
warehouses. We have only ourselves to re- 
ly upon and it behooves us to proceed at 
once along proper lines. 

Bonded warehouses should not be tem- 
porary expedients to meet our present neces- 
sity, but permanent institutions in each 
community center for the purpose of giving _- 
a sound, economic basis upon which th¢ 
questions of credit and accommodation 
should be decided. 

Thanks to you, we are in touch with an 
institution claiming to be “the only bonded 
warehouse in Georgia,” and we are hoping 
to receive from this source all the necessary 
information for the establishment of one 
here. 

“Reduction of cotton acreage for the 
year 1915.” The suggestion to entirely sus- 
pend planting is neither necessary or feas- 
ible. The proper course is a graduated re- 
duction: that must be, or the south will be 
bankrupt. If the European war continues. 
even to January 1, the crop should be re- 
duced 331-3 per cent; if until March 1, 1915, 
then it must be reduced at least 50 per cent. 
If the daily papers will take up the plan 
outlined below this most essential] movement 
will be accomplished. 

Suggested Pian. 

Let some central agency in each county 
(chamber of commerce, board of trade, 
farmers’ union, ordinary, clerk of the court, 
etc.) call the bankers, merchants, supply and 


fertilizer men together and ask their pledge - 


to aid in this: work by refusing credit or 
accommodation to the cotton raiser, on his 
cotton acreage, except on the basis outlined 
in the printed obligation each farmer is 
asked to sign. 

Let each of the bankers, merchants, sup- 
ply and fertilizer men be supplied with the 
obligation in coupon book form, numbered 
and charged to each business house. When 
each book is used up, the stubs should be 
returned to the central agency that the 
proper lists may be made out for reference 
and information. 

Let the bankers, merchants, supply and 
fertilizer men get together, agree upon 
something and show the farmer how to 
“stick” in the interests of all.

T0 BE ABANDONED 


Admiralty Rules That Com- 
panion Warships Must Not 
Attempt to Go to Rescue 
of Attacked Vessel. 


London, September 25.—(10:45 p. m.) 
Facte concerning the sinking of the 
British cruisers Aboukir, Hogue and 
Cressy by a German submarine or sub- 
marines in the North Sea, with a loss 
of nearly sixty officers and 1,40) men, 
are contained in an admiralty state- 
men issued tonight. 

lhe reports of Commanders Nichol- 
son, of the Cressy, and Norton, of the 
Hogue, state that the A»oukir was hit 
by cne torpedo and sunk in thir‘y f've 
minutes. Three torpeioes were fired 
at the Cressy, one of the explosives 
miseing. She lasted from thirty-five 
to rorty-five minutes. The Hogue was 
struck twice, ten to twenty seconds 
elarcing between the torpedves. fhe 
“ert under in five minutes. 

The Cressy fired on the submarine 
and some of the officers were confi- 
dent the shots sank her. Commander 
Nicholson says the three torpedoes 4i- 
rected against his ship might have been 
fiied by the same su marine and that 
there is no real provf that more than 
one was engaged. 

Heroic Acts Performed. 

The reports show that the strictest 
discipline was ‘maintained and that 
acts of heroism were performed, but 
the admiralty has established the rwe 
that such affairs must ve ypoverned 
by the same laws as preva'!l in naval 
actions and that disabled ships must 
he left to thelr own resources rather 
than that other ships should be jeop- 
ardized by rescue work.

“The sinking of the Aboukir was, of 
course, an ordinary hazard of patrol- 
ing; duty.

Important Announcement 
by N. Y. Stock Exchange 
Regarding Purchases and 
Sales of Securities. 


New York, September 25.—Another 
step toward the resumption of general 


business in the financial markets was | 


taken today when the stock exchange, 
acting in conjunction with dealers in 
unlisted bonds and stocks, announced 
that ——— purchases and sales of un- 
listed securities would be permitted, 
when necessary, at moderate concessions 
from the prices of July 30. » 

It is stipulated, however, that such 
transactions must not be harmful to 
the general situation, and must be kept 
within bounds. This ruling is a fur- 
ther modification of the regulation re- 
cently promulgated by the exchange, 
permitting dealings in bonds and un- 
listed notes also at moderate conces- 
sions. All the business to be conduct- 
ed under this latest rule, which in- 
cludes the stocks handled by the 
“curb,” will be supervised by a com- 
mittee consisting of stock exchange 
members, non-member bond dealers 
and the chairman of the “curb” mar- 
ket.

TRAMMELL URGES. 


GOVERNMENT HELP 


Florida Governor Believes 
the Treasury Department 
Should Make, Through the 
Banks, Direct Loans on 
Cotton. ~ 


Governor Park Trammell, of Florida, 
spent yesterday in the city. Governor 
Trammell is en route to Washington, 
where he goes to attend a conference 
on Monday with the governors and 
United States senators and congress- 
mén from the cotton-producing states. 
The governor is of the opinion that 
the only practical and ample relief for 
taking care of the stressed condition in 
the cotton states rests in congress. 

Governor Trammell, as he sees it 
now, is of the opinion that congress 
should enact appropriate laws authoriz- 
ing and directing the treasury depart- 
ment of the United States government 
to make, through the national and state 
banks, loans direct to the cotton grow- 
ers, naval stores operators and produc- 
ers of other commodities of recognized 
permanent value of security for loans. 
Such loans by the government should 
bear 4 per cent interest, he. says, 
out of which interest the banker 
should be paid reasonable compen- 
sation for handling the transaction 
not exceeding 1 per cent.

DANIELS MAKES PLEA 
FOR INLAND WATERWAY

Albany, N. Y., September 25.—What 
the proposed great inland waterway 
from Massachusetts bay to the Rilo 
Grande would mean to the nation in 
times of war was discussed here today 
by Secretary Daniels, of the navy de- 
partment, before the convention of the 
Atlantic Deeper Waterways association. 

“Not only will this waterway lend 
itself tremendously to the development 
of internal commerce and tend to bring 
down the rates of transportation,” 
said Mr. Daniels, “but it also provides 
unusual facilities for self-defense in 
time of war. In any conflict between 
nations which have navies the all :m- 
portant consideration is to secure, if 
possible, immediate control of the sea 
and the power which possesses the 
‘superior navy is usually able to do 
this. _Ifi such case the navy of the 
weaker power takes refuge in some 
deep and well-defended harbor where 
it seeks to wear out its enemy by 
fighting it in detachments and in other 
ways weari down its strength. After 
this the weaker power, having thus 
taken refuge in a sgafe harbor, can 
mnhaneuver its ships through inland 
channels to other exits, and enjoys a 
great advantage. 

“The submarine has long been con- 
sidered a source of great effectiveness 
and if even the submarines alone of 
the navy could have free movement 
through an inland waterway, the pow- 
er whose navy was bottled up would 
be in a positiowfi.to make a longer de- 
fense until it could bring into p ay the 
resources of its country. It would be 
able to slip out. at various exits and 
do damage to its enemy. If the ships 
of the inferior power wee damaged in 
a general engagement, they could util- 
ize an inland waterway to distribute 
themselves among various ship yards 
for repairs all the quicker. The whole 
nature of a war would be greatly af- 
fected by available inland cana 

“Even in times of peace the canal 
is a very important factor to the navy 
and lends itself to preparation for na- 
tional security. Large quantities of 
heavy materials are constantly, requir- 
ed by the government for its navy 
yards and on these the transportation 
charges by the waterway would be 
more than cut in half.”

Secretary Garrison announced that 
the order was caused by a delay in the 
adjustment of many details incident to 
the transfer of funds and the customs 
house. 

It is understood President Wilson 
and Secretary Garrison had not yet con- 
sidered the possible effect of the Villa 
revolt on the American evacuation, and 
as Mr. Garrison plans to leave Wash- 
ington today for the week-end it is 
probable the question will not be taken 
wp until the cabinet meeting Tuesday. 
As there are so many other questions 
to be settled officials take the view 
that there is no occasion for a hasty 
decision concerning the troops. 

General Funston, in a report today, 
confirmed news of the cutting of rail 
and wire communication between Vera 
Cruz and Mexico City. He added that 
it was not known whether the consti- 
tutionalists along the railroad were 
fighting among themselves or whether 
the work of destruction was by form- 
er federal soldiers. 

An American officer on the Arizona 
frontier, in a report today, described 
the manner of posting Villa’s proclia- 
‘mation of independence. He said a no- 
'tice declaring the concentrating of the 
Villa forces for a march on Mexico 
City was written in chalk on a black- 
board in front of the Nogales customs 
office by “persons unknown.” 

Official advices added little to the 
information of the Washington govern- 
ment on the trend of events in Mexico.
